PARIS, June 14 (AP).—Origi- 
nally a fortified Gallic town on an 
island in the River Seine, Paris has 
been burned, fought over, besieged 
and torn by revolution at intervals 
for 15 centuries, but only once be- 
fore in the last century has it 
known a foreign conqueror.

He did not go all the way because, fortunately, 
this is still a democracy and, under our system, only 
the Congress of the United States, the elected rep- 
resentatives of the people, can declare war. 

But the President, with his immense power, can 
lead the nation to the brink. This is what Roosevelt 


The President opened his speech with the words: 
“Every generation of young men and women in 
America has questions to ask the world.” 

While the country is still at least technically at 
peace, while the Bill of Rights is still functioning, 
we are going to take advantage of it and ask the 
President some questions. 

But, first of all, we should like to draw a very 
brief contrast between Franklin Roosevelt and Wood-

But never before has there come to the Post-Dis- 
patch office such an outpouring of sentiment as 
that in support of our criticism of President Roose- 
velt’s virtual call to arms at the University of Vir- 
ginia last Monday evening. 

The first response was an immediate telephone 
call from a radio listener who heard the editorial 
summarized in a news broadcast over Station KSD 
Tuesday noon, before its appearance in the City Edi- 
tion that day. All afternoon came call after call 
enthusiastically indorsing the editorial, and with 
the next morning the flood of letters began. Today 
the letters are still coming in—on the fourth day 
after the appearance of the editorial. 

But the response has not been in letters and tele- 
phone calls alone. There have been telegrams, there 
‘have been communications which tookethe form of 
collective replies representing as many as a dozen 
signers, there have been trips to the Post-Dispatch 
office by people who felt that an expression of grati- 
tude was urgent enough to warrant a personal visit. 

This is not merely a St. Louis demonstration. It 
represents an aroused opinion over a wide area reach- 
ing far out into Missouri and Illinois. All the St. Louis 
suburbs, and also Bonne Terre, Louisiana, Owensville, 
Nashville, Evansville—these are only a few of the 
communities represented in the letters. 

But there is something more impressive even than 
the extent of the response. This is its obvious sin- 
cerity, its conviction, its profound earnestness. These 
people are talking about something which they re- 
gard as vital to their welfare, as paramount in the 
life of their country. 

Look at the letters on this page and those on the 
first page of this section. Feel the fervor with which 
they were written. For one after another says that 
the editorial should be sent to every member of Con- 
gress. (Incidentally, this is being done.) Reader aft- 
er reader tells us that it speaks his own thoughts on 
the war and American relations to it. 

What could be more moving to a newspaper than 
to have its readers confide in it that they have been 
forced to keep silent for fear of being misunderstood, 
that they now have a leadership about which to rally? 

There are those who disagree, to be sure, but they 
are a comparatively smal! minority. The letters 
they have written are being printed in proportion to 
their number in the total received. Every reader 
may check them through and make his own poll. 

For the clear indication simply is that the Ameri- 
ean people, however much they may sympathize with 
the Allies, however much they may hate the Nazi 
tyranny in Germany and now over Europe, are not 
willing to be taken to the brink of war without 
provocation. More than that, they stand ready to dis- 
avow a President who takes them there by inflam- 
matory and reckless utterance. 

The public reaction to the Post-Dispatch criticism 
of Mr. Roosevelt at the University of Virginia has ex- 
ploded an illusion. This was the illusion that the 
President’s foreign policy—which now stands clear- 
ly revealed as for out-and-out intervention—was pop- 
ular with the great rank and file of Americans.

Adolf Hitler is a very reasonable man—if one ac- 
cepts his own word as given to Karl von Wiegand, 
the distinguished foreign correspondent, in an exclu- 
sive interview published in the Post-Dispatch today. 

It has never been his aim to destroy the British 
Empire, declares the German war lord.

But suppose, for argument’s sake, that Hitler is 
right. What does he expect to gain out of victory? 
“Germany will not tolerate that other Powers con- 
cern themselves with her living space . .. The prin- 
ciple on which peace is founded will be a realiza- 
tion that there can be no peace unless the vital re- 
quirements of the great nations be duly respected.” 

Is there anything here but an echo of the Sports- 
palast speech that Hitler delivered on the eve of 
Munich? Who is to define German living space? Who 
but Hitler will decide what are the vital requirements 
of great Powers? Is the man doing anything else 
than trying to put a fine face on the dirty business 
of demanding a blank check at the point of a gun? 

And what of the Americas? Hitler has no interest 
in the New World, he swears, even if he does be- 
lieve the Monroe Doctrine is a double-edged sword. 
Perhaps not, but who can take his word for that?

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CITY FUEL FUND VITALLY NEEDED. 

Publication of the 1940 census figures is expected 
to reveal that, for the first time in its 176 years, St. 
Louis has declined in population. The same figures, 
however, will show a large increase in the number of 
persons living in the county. 

One of the fundamental reasons for this population 
shift is to be found in the smoke palls that shroud St. 
Louis on so many winter days. More and more people 
are refusing to put up with the inconveniences and 
the health menace of smoke. 

This problem must be solved if future census re- 
ports are not to repeat the story of 1940—perhaps 
with increasingly heavy losses to the city. The 
Smoke Elimination Committee has formulated a pro- 
gram that promises to rid St. Louis of this incubus. 
Yet this program will be meaningless unless it is 
properly enforced. 

The Board of Aldermen took a long step in this 
direction with the passage of the Anti-Smoke Ordi- 
nance, providing definite penalties for non-co-opera- 
tive citizens. But that, important as it may be, is 
only the negative side of enforcement. 

There is also a positive step which the Aldermen 
should take. James L. Ford Jr., chairman of the 
Smoke Elimination Committee, has asked them to 
| establish a $300,000 revolving fund to enable the city 
_to purchase cheap smokeless fuel in an emergency.

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Invading German froops today rolled into Paris after it was abandoned by the retreat- 
ing French, 


Burned, besieged, fought over and torn by revolution, Paris last was occupied by a 
foreign conqueror on January 28, 1871, when the invading Germans of Bismarck 
marched into the city. 


To Americans, Paris is the Louvre (a magnificent art museum), the Tuileries, the Hotel 
des Invalides (containing churches and a war museum), the Opera, the Eiffel tower, the 
University of Paris (the world’s oldest, it includes the Sorbonne), the cathedral of Notre 
Dame, the Place de la Concorde (where Louis XVI and Marie Antoinette were behead- 
ed); it means gay Montmartre, broad boulevards and the cool of the Bois de Boulogne. 


To nearly 3,000,000 Frenchmen and women Paris is home; to 42,000,000 it is the 
Theatre Francais, the Pantheon (temple of honor to the great men of France), the cap- 
ital; the center of banking, commerce, industry (machinery, chemicals, soap, beer, 
furniture, books). 


To enemy soldiers, Paris is the living heart of French resistance; it is the airports Issy 
Field and Le Bourget (northeast of the city); the electric plant near Issy; the 11 rail- 
way stations; the quais along the Seine River; the Ourcq-Seine and Marne-Seine canals; 
the oil storage tanks at Quai Le Gare; and the forts that ring the city. 


And to historians, Paris—where meet roads from Spain, Switzerland, Germany, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Western France, the Medite rranean—is a city of grandeur and blood- 
shed. 


Caesar in his Chronicles tells how Paris (then named Lutetia) was burned in the Gallic 
War of Independence in 52 B. C. Barbarian invasions destroyed Paris in the third 
century. The Franks took Paris in the Fifth century; the Normans in the ninth, The 
Black Death and the Hundred Years War, in the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries, 
both ravaged Paris. In 1422 England took Paris, held it against Joan of Arc. In the 
sixteenth century came the wars of religion. Louis XIV and Napoleon*made Paris the 
hub of a European empire. 


From 1871 to 1873, the victorious Germans collected $1,000,000,000 in reparations. 
In 1914-18 the Germans bombed and shelled but never captured the city.

DIAGNOSIS: About 10 years 
ago I was bitterly criticised by one 
of the female assistant editors of 
a& magazine for prescribing various 
methods for coaxing a child’s inter- 
est to his music lesson. This wom- 
anu almost had a stroke because I 
Suggested putting greater motiva- 
tion into the violin practice by making it a stepping stone to an 
ice cream soda or the source of money for a movie ticket. When 
I cited the excellent plan which the late John D. Rockefeller 
Sr., employed with his children, whereby he paid them 15 cents 
an hour for such practice, she almost exploded, literally. 

What she failed to understand was elementary child psy- 
chology. A violin or piano is not interesting to a boy or girl 
in its own right. We are never born with a fondness for such 
musical instruments. But we do like to show off. We also 
like ice cream sodas and the movies. We relish lollipops and 
bubble gum. Even verbal praise counts pretty bighly in a 
child's system of values. Since children do not have a love of 
art for art’s sake, then we must educate them to love it for 
something else, such as an ice cream cone or candy bar. 
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THE LABORIOUS practicing of finger exercise is not pleas- 
ant in its own right. Even a dumbbell psychologist should know 
that much from horse sense, alone. If it is going to be 
pleasant to the child, it must be linked up with something which 
the youngster does enjoy. If he can show off by frequent re- 
citals, or merit praise from the family because he is quickly 
taught to play popular music to the accompaniment of which 
his family can sing, his vanity is greatly inflated. This is psy- 
chological pay or reward, just exactly as would be a candy bar. 

In between his appearance at recitals, he needs to have 
his interest bolstered up with other juvenile delicacies and re- 
wards. These may consist of chewing gum or candy, a movie 
ticket or cash. His delight in these edible pleasures will ulti- 
mately become transferred to the violin or piano. This is the 
law of “conditioning” in habit formation. Later on the child 
will have acquired the skillful habits of manipuleting the piano 
or the violin. Then he will enjoy playing for its own sake, since 
the smooth functioning of a developed habit produces pleasures. 

Never let any silly sentimentalist delude you into thinking

Ghastly Move

N an all-expert game only about 
Jone slam out of 30, voluntarily 

bid, will be doubled by the op-_ 
ponents. This is not to say that - 
anything like 29 out of 30 slam con- 
tracts are actually fulfilled, but 
since it is the rarest thing in the 
world for two first-class partners 
to go down more than a trick on 
slam bids, defenders properly re- 
frain from doubling on the theory 
that the “percentages” are all 
against them. Certainly, the dou- 
ble gives some*finformation, and 
even apparently sure trump tricks 
have been known to vanish when 
subjected to a masterly attack. 
Needless to say, the player who 
doubled seven spades in today’s 
hand was not an expert.

South’s bidding, paradoxically 
enough, was both very good and 
very bad. It is possible, of course, 


that he and his partner were not 
using an ace-locating convention 
and that, therefore, he did not have 
this perfect means of determining 
whether North’s opening bid had 
included two aces or not. A four 
no trump bid, instead of the spade 
rebid (assuming a convention were 
being used) would elicit a sign-off 
from North, and then South, sure 
that there was an ace off the hand, 
could content himself with a small 
slam in spades. It must be admit- 
ted, however, that with West's in- 
valuable assistance he made an 
even greater killing on the hand 
than he was entitled to. 

When South heard the double of 
seven spades he could be certain 
beyond any reasonable doubt that 
West held an ace, since he could 
not possibly hold a trump trick. 
That decided, it was a simple mat- 
ter for South to get the ace holder 
off the lead by returning to the no 
trump contract, first bid by North. 
This, of course, would put East on 
lead, and in the highly unenviable 
position of having to make the cor- 
rect guess. While it is true that 
North's diamond bid reduced this 
guess to no worse than a 50-50 
chance between the unbid suits of 
hearts and clubs, this certainly was 
a great deal better than virtually 
conceding defeat by allowing East 
to open the ace under his thumb, 

South’s redouble was merely a 
matter of playing the percentages. 
He knew that his partner might 
make a light opening bid but never 
“nsyched,” and that being the case, 
he was absolutely marked with at 
least the king of hearts in addition 
to the ace and king of diamonds. 
Therefore the contract never could 
go down more than one trick, an 
additional 200 points, whereas if 
East guessed wrong there was an 
excellent chance of making 440 
more: points than would accrue to 
seven no trump doubled. 

Of course, West's double was sim- 
ply ghastly, and I am only sorry for 
poor East, who actually did guess 
wrong by opening a club instead of 
a heart,
